Kitman presumably is both trying to 


promote his magazine and point up some 
of the ridiculous irrelevances people take 
for campaign issues.

Until Kitman came 
along it had rather seemed that Lincoln 
had been successfully adopted by the 
Democrats—at least in the north.

Dr. Bruno Bettleheim, University of 


Chicago psychiatrist, who recently partici- 
pated in a seminar at Appleton sponsored 
by Lawrence College and the Post-Cres- 
cent, commented on the extent of this 
problem in the United States. Children 
are taught from an early age that anyone 
can grow up to be president he pointed 
out While l*ii$ is an incentive to hard 
work and initiative and a defense of demo- 
cratic principles, it really isr.'t true. Ob- 
viously everyone can't grow up to be presi- 
dent since only one can rule at a time. But 
while the examples presented to young- 
sters of the path from log cabin or hovel 
to White House or some other magnificent 
mansion are true and stimulate aspirations 
and energy in some, they lead to trouble 
later for others. 


It can be psychologically disturbing, 


Dr. Bettleheim pointed out for some who 
do not reach a pinnacle of success they 
have unrealistically set for themselves. 
They come to feel that they are miserable 
failures. Sometimes the individual lacking 
self-respect simply becomes one of the 
thousands of so-called under-achievers, 
sagging deeper into what he considers his 
own worthlessness. Sometimes his self- 
hatred develops into hatred for others, 
particularly those who have risen to what 
•ociety considers a higher position. Then 


Their horizons have been stretched with 
new ideas, abilities and just plain fun. 
Perhaps most important of all they have 
had greater opportunities to discover them- 
selves and their particular contributions to 
living in their communities. They have 
found the means and the reasons to par- 
ticipate.

This confusion over the democratic 


principle that a man is not restricted by 
the standard of living into which he is 
born, by his color, sex or religion, and the 
simple fact that even- human being is dif- 
ferent from every other one somehow 
must be put together. Our schools have 
made attempts. The old idea of rigid ex- 
aminations, of set ages for advancement 
from one grade to another and the casual 
disregard of youngsters who didn't fit a 
particular pattern have been thrown away 
in general.

Man is a most remarkable creature. We 


know that "adjustment" is not the only 
solution to the individual problems of our 
limitations and our abilities. History is 
full of creative geniuses who suffered 
immeasurably at what they felt to be their 
inadequacies and failures. And compla- 
cency in the face of the misery of others is 
riiscouragingly always with us. 


But we can fulfill our destinies only 


when each of us knows his place and tries 
to fill it even if we spend most of our life- 
times seeking to find out what and bow.

administrator may be appointed by the county board for 
an indefinite term or elected for a terra of two years.

Both the executive and the administrator appoint 


heads of departments subject to board approval where 
statute does not provide otherwise. 


The administrative duties of the executive are speci- 


fically outlined; the administrator's duties are delegated 
to him by the board. 


Both the executive and the administrator make an 


annual report to the board with recommendations for 
future action. 


The executive is responsible for preparing the annual 


budget and may veto all or any part of it: the adminis- 
trator may be so authorized by the board but has no veto 
power. And this, Doyne believes, is his most important 
function. 


Doyne said that he believed counties other than Mil- 


waukee would be wiser to appoint an administrator rather 
than elect one. for the reason that under the new law an 
elected official would serve for only two years and that 
he does not have the veto power. An appointed admin- 
istrator would serve at the pleasure of the board, and 
Doyne believes it would take him more than two years 
to become fully effective in his job.

carcerated in a succession of state-operated institu- 
tions. I .first the School for Boys at Waukesha. thea 
the Green Bay Reformatory, after that the State 
Penitentiary at Waupun. and finally Central Staf<» 
Hospital at Waupun. 


I slashed tires, stofe cars, violated parole. I con- 


fessed to crimes I didn't commit. I resisted treat- 
ment; defied all constituted authority, attempted 
suicide three different times. 


I was called uncontrollable, incorrigible. 
Yet today, thanks to the efforts of the county 


and state Mental Health Associations and the admin- 
istration and staff of Central State Hospital, I am a 
frea man.-

Foster Family 


I have Meads, a future, and a foster family. And 


this spring I am fulfilling a long-cherished dream by 
attending college. 


My story is not a pretty one, nor one that I am 


particularly proud-of. But it is a story that must be 
told, in order to encourage other mental patients to 
strive to return to the world of the living, and to 
thank the volunteer workers of the Winnebago Coun- 
ty Association for Mental Health for helping me ts 
realize my full potential as an individual. 


la order to help you understand what has hap- 


pened to me—in prison, in the mental hospital, and 
now in the Fox Valley community—I must take you 
back ta my childhood, and begin my story there. 


I came from a broken family, a divorced family. 
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Before the break-up, there were a lot of argumenfs 
I cart remember going to bed early at night, trying 
to be asleep by the time my parents came home 
When this didn't help. I started running away. 


My first encounter with the authorities came at 


the age of 5. when I ran away from home and was 
found hiding in a Catholic church. I was raised a 
Catholic, and the church symbofeed power, safety, 
security, i ran away often after that, hiding in 
churches and in the back seats of cars. Fd hide, stay 
out all night and skip school the next day. 


Despite my emotional problems. I was at the top 


of my class until the seventh grade—a good athlete 
and good scholastically. I had everything but a home, 
everything but parents. In 19471 had my first serious 
clash with the law. 


I got involved with two neighborhood kids who 


had been-in trouble before. We skipped school one 
Friday afternoon and went out to an abandoned air- 
port. 


Clowned Around 


There we hid in the airport and just clowned 


around. They had office supplies and things stored 
in there. -"Well, we got to breaking typewriters with 
hammers and that—we didn't know the value of the 
stuff at the time. Finally, one of the kids started a 
fire. The fire department had to come and put out 
the fire, and we were picked up. 


I was placed under the Catholic Apostoiate in my 


home town. At first they thought of putting me In 
a foster home, but this didn't materialize, so I was 
placed in a children's home outside the city. Every- 
thing went fine for a month or so: then I began to 
resent the discipline and ran away. The second time

I ran away. I refused to go back to the children's 
home, so they let me return to my mother's house. 


WeH. my parents were completely separated bv 


this time. My father had remarried, and my mother 
had an admirer. I resented this, and retaliated bv- 
stealing his cigarettes, siashing his tires. Finally, mv 
mother had me picked up and placed in the countv- 
jail 1 was taken inio county court and declared in- 
corrigible and uncontrollable, and I was sentenced to 
the custody of the State Department of Public Wel- 
fare until I was 21. 


They sent me to the State School for Boys in Wau- 


kesha. I went to this school 3 babe in the" woods so 
to speak. I was only 12 years old at the time, and 
small for my age. My very first night in the institu- 
tion I was sexually abused by two other bays. 


Emotionally Upset 


I didn't do well at the boarding school. I was 


emotionally upset most of the time, and they didn't 
have any psychologists there to recognize this. You 
were there for punishment. The educational oppor- 
tunities were limited. 


Then, too, I'd begun a pattern that was to haunt 


me for many years to come. 


I'd go good until a week or two before it was 


time for me to go home on furlough. Then I'd ru0 
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sway and. tbeiefcre, Jose mv furlough. Final}}, they 
icJeased me in curiech of my father. 


I was OK for fewr or five mcntbs. Firally this, 


ice, washed down the drain My father, bis wife and 
children bad gone CD vacation and left me by my- 
telf in the house. They wouldn't accept me. 1 was 
only 13. going on 14. 


Two days before they came back. I read in the 


paper where a dairy store was broken into. I went to 
a police station, iuined myself in and said I was the 
one who'd broken jntc thai place. They didn't ques- 
tion me too much about it. and I was sent back to 
toys' school. 


The pattern continued I'd do well ai school except 


when il was lime to go home on furlough. Then I'd 
run. J never did get a furlough because any time I 
was eligible for cne. I'd do something that would be 
the end cf rt. 


After s year. I was released in custody of my 


mother. I jived with ber for approximately two 
weeks, then I isu away. I bitch-hiked to California, 
turned aicund and hitch-hiked all the wav back. At 
Osbkosh 1 turned myself in and told them I was 
wanted for a parole viclaticn—I'd left the state with- 
out permission. 


Parole Revoked 


Sc they revoked my psrcle and sent me back to 


the school I staged ?here another year, and again I 
was paroled Scon after I was released I did the 
same thing. Only I didn't go to California—this time 
I went tc Illinois. They sent me esck to school cne 
final time, then released me tc mv faiher. 


I didn't stay with him too long. Instead. 1 forged 


& few papers and joined the Marine Corps This was 
all fine. I went into the Corps, and it did me good. 
"When I get out of Boot Camp. I had a furlough com- 


ing. I didn't take it. I didn't want It I didn't want to 
come back heie. 


Beth ef my parents bad jeaiarried by new. 


I did well in the Marine Corps for cne and a half- 


years I'd started to mature a little tit, so I came 
home on furlough, thinking that things bad changed. 
I visited Loth parents and found cat tilings w«ie 
the same—it was the same rat race I'd been running 
away from all roy life. 


Soon after I'd returned to camp. I began *o realize 


that my parents were proud of what I was. what I'd 
become. I wanted to hurt them. (I've since learned, 
through psychiatry, that this desire tc hurt my par- 
ents had a Jet to do with ray problem.) So I went 
A.W.O.L., came back to Wisconsin, stole ? car. drove 
it to Green Bay. parked it at the police station and 
turned myself in. 


I hun my parents all right. I also hurt mytelf. 


I was givea an undesirable discharge from the Ma- 
rines and sentenced to a year to 18 months at the 
State Sefcrroatcry at Green Bay. 


Toughening Process 


I stayed at Green Bay for 14 months, and ihe 


icughering process that had begun at the boys' school 
continued. I learned in the reformatory that the 
strong survive. I began an angle shooter, a cen man, 
and this reputation pursued roe throughout the 
institution. 


Frcao a behavior standpoint all was going well. 


1 had a job in ihe creamery, and most cf the time 
I was feeling perfect. But I was subject tc increas- 
ingly sencus spells of depression. 


Then, cne Sunday afternoon, three weeks before 


I -was due to go home, I bad a visit from my mother 
and brother. 


I reacted violently to this because I saw the 


old pattern repeating itself. I knew that once I was 
released and went home, the entire cycle of love and 
hate and violence would begin all over again. After 
:bey were gene, I just sen of caved in. 


I knew deep inside I didn't want to go home. I 


wanted to sta\ where I was. But I didn t want to 
Icse face with my fellow convicts. 


That night I asked to be placed in a cell by myself, 


i lay on the floor of the cell with a safety razor blade 
in my hand. Each time the guard passed the deer, 
OE fas bcurij rounds. I backed myself on the leg. 


1 felt no pain. I was so bound and determined 10 


die there cculd be no pain. I think if there d teen 
pain, it would have stopped me. Finally. I passed 
cut. frcm ICES cf blood. They found me be'fcre I died. 


I'd even failed JP my attempt to commit suicide. 


'When they bsd me patched up, I was transferred 


trcm ihe refcrmatcry to Central State Hospital at 
Waapun 
This was my first contact with Central 


Sfste 
During the 10 months ihat followed. I was 


given a senes of eJectrc-shoek treatments. 


Shock Treatment 


1 still remember my first shock treatment. I v/ss 


17. Early ?n the morning I was given a sbct. Attend- 
ants shaved a little square on the top and sides cf my 
bead for electrcdes. Then they smeared grease sud 
vaseline on the shaved spots. 


1 was escorted tc the shock room, plated on a 


table snd held down by fcur attendants A njccer 
hese was placed in my mouth, and the iuice turned 
CI5. 


The iirsi shct was a 'miss'. It didn't knock me 


cut. Suddenly I remembered an early family crisis. 
1 seemed to te right there. Then I remember my- 
self screanrnog and ihe gcsrcs standing ever me ... 
and I we? in the recovery room. It was aimcst ss jf 
I'd c«€n taken tack intc time, to m> cbildhccd. 


Later I learned *bat immediately after the '«5Jss 


I w?s given another shot, which Knocked n?e cut. 


That sfterneen I was allowed to go to recreation, 


l get mad, grabbed a baseball feat and swung at a guy. 
a referee. Tien they locked me in the viclent ward, 
»r-d after that they had tc figbt te get me to ibe shock 
room. It icek tix or seven guards to get roe to the 
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shcek icom. I was in restraint most of the iJoie at 
Central State. 


At this time—in 1955—the hospital bad only cue 


SGosl wcrktr who carried the whole case lead They 
had 330 volunteer program. They had nothing All 
you did was work, and when you didn't work, the 
gym was open or something. Nothing was organized. 
They bad a ball team if you liked tc call it that. But 
fJiexe *as r-o initiame there. You spent mea of your 
tune sitting around gambling, boating acc»t'ihe 
life you lived (or never lived,, abcut ycur fancy CPIS 
and your gjrfs and so on. 


Second Attempt 


I spent nearly 11 months in this s«rt of stuff. 


Then I was transferred back to the reformatory and 
the fcllcwing month, released on parole JB custody 
of my mother. I returned to my home, and on Ihe 
very day cf my release, made a seccnd suicide at- 
tempt, by taking an overdose of medicine I'd saved 
up end wauggled out of the institution. 


Again I failed in my attempt tc ccron-it suicide. 


After i passed out. I was taken to a Jccal hospital 
end had i»y stomach pumped. The; pumped 47 
pbenobarcital and 50 dllat'n out cf me' 


After this second suicide attempt. I was taken 


Directly tack to Central State and kept under eb- 
seryaticn fcr SO days. 


Duiing this period. I *as cGn/ined ie a io«m 


containing only a bed fastened to tie floor 
There 


was BO mattress, no springs, nothing to read, ncibing 
to siBcke. nothing to do. All vcu do js walk up and 
down tee flcor. 


You have a trap deer, and every half hour a guard 


it and peeps in Toe dcctcr }ccks io the trap. 
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"Hoy, are you?" And he's gone. You ha- 
but no matches. When a guard comes along yo.. as 
him for a hght. and he gives it to von. You're ~ 
through the trap on a paper plate."

Questioned Motives 


I didn't have much contact with the volunteers 


at rirsL Maybe if I had. I could have avoided the 
new tnree or four years of what I went through 
Believ-e it or not. I resented the volunteer pro-ram" 
I questioaed their motives. I couldn't believe oeopie 


would do things for other people without a reason 
There had to be a reason. 


I asked myself: "What's in it for them?" 


Much later—when I became a volunteer myself 


—I was to learn the answer. 


I didn't have much chance to deal with the volun- 


teers at this time, however, because after a few more 
weeks at the hospital. I was sent back to the reforma- 
tory and thes released outright, under DO super- 
vision. 


I was 18. 


Agaiu I went home, this time to my mother's 


house. The pattern was in fall swing again. I bought 
a car with the-money Fd made at the institution, and 
started going to taverns. 


One night my mother and I were sitting in a hsr 


when ray mother pointed to a young girl and said: 
"She's pregnant and she isn't married. Boy, if you'd 


ever hook up with something like that. I'd disown 


Itoak my mother home, and reti-raed to the bar 


Twelve hours later the siri and I were married in 
Dubuque. Iowa. I hadn't knowa her 10 hours and I 
married her. She had the chad two weeks after we 
were married. I accepted the child a> citae. 


Resented Marriage 


I was happy for a while because I knew how much 


my parents resented my marriage. I'd found a way 
to hart them. Everybody hated me for it and that 
was what I wanted. I wanted the family to hate me" 
But when the family started to accept her. I got <-on- 
fused again. 


I bought a gun. I ordered a cab and told the 


driver to take me TO a nearby citv. I held the guc on 
him and told him to get out of the cab. Then I drove 
the cab to a restaurant and called the police I told 
Mm where they could find me. 


This time I was sentenced to three years at the 


state reformatory. But after three months at the 
reformatory. I requested a transfer to the stat» prison 
at Waupun. I told them I couldn't take the reforma- 
tory any more. I wanted to be a tough guy. I wanted 
to be a convict. 


At this point. I guess, people—the guards and at- 


tendants—were under the impression I was nothing 
but a big phony, that I had no problems. I tried to do 
easy time and cut corners, and this was relented 
Anyone who is able to take care of himself to a d^ 
gree in an institution is resented. 


Too many people believe that people with mental 


proolems. emotional problems, should have some son 
of physical sign. If they don't show a physical sign" 
there s nothing wrong with them. And I believe thi« 
meory is wrong—way wrong. 


As 1 look at it now. I think 1 was emotionallv dis- 


turbed. I was trying to hurt my parents ia anv sorr 
of way you could think. Everything 1 did was directed 
at my parents. 


TTrusty's Job 


At the prison I was given a trust's job. and 


worked nights, with no supervision. Everything v.-en- 
1- 


well until the time came when I was due" for parole- 
tnen I broke all to pieces. I just couldn't control my- 
self, i suffered the worst nervous breakdown in niv 
history and was transferred back to Central S*ate~ 
wnere I stayed for six months. 


I was then returned to the prison and parolea. 
Full of enthusiasm and plans, went to live with 


my father. I got a job. a place of nn- own. and Carted 
taking out a girl I'd met. ,1 had since been divorced 
by my wife of several months.. 


Then, one day at work, a fellow employe came up 


10 me and threw my past in my face. 


''What's this about you being an ex con?" 
Just like that—and I was gone. I called in the 


next day to say I couldn't come in to work. That night 
I forced myself to get into an argument with mv gin 
mend, i took back the 3300 diamond I'd given her 
and pawned it for S25. 


I took a bus to Oshkosh and hitch-hiked to the 


West Coast. I stayed in California for three months 
working as a cook in a restaurant. This was a direct 
violation of parole: you're not allowed to leave the 
state. 


AH of a sudden I got the urge to come back to 


Wisconsin. 1 moved in with my mother for a while, 
then took a job on a farm outside of Ne»nah I'd 
never done farm work before, except in institutions. 
but the}' were satisfied. 


One day i went to the city where mv girl wa> 


going to school I had a long talk with her and started 
getting confused. I had no money, no future. So j 
waiked into a loan company, pretended I had a <mn 
and held it up. 
3 


After I'd walked our. i went to the "Y" oiled 


the police and tipped 'em off as ts where they coaid 
PICK up the guy who'd held up the loan company 
i was given a pre-sentence examination and judg^d 
oot guilty by reason of insanity. Then I was returned 
ia the court and judged able to stand tria'L 


rue judge sentenced me to a maximum of 20 


years, and I went back to the in^'itutioo with a 10 
year sentence. 


Pattern ir ixed. 


The pattern was firmly fixed now. The institution 


was my refuge. I was there bacausa I wanted to be 
Ihere. I was accepted in the institution because I was 
able to play sports. I had no problems there I had 
no financial responsibility. I had no worries. 


They sent me to the reformatory, where I did 


easy time. There were no worries about parole 
Everything was fine until the time came to fill out a 
parole blank. Then I used the escape hatch and asked 
tor transfer back to the prison again 
went well until parole time arrived. 


I was due to apply for parole on Friday On Wed- 


nesday I went into a segregation unit and cut mv 
legs and arms. I don't think this ^ a sincere suicide 
attempt. It was more an effort £O get sympathy So 
they sewed me up and transferred me back to Central 
state. 


This is when I starting waking Uo to the fa^ts of 


life—how uselessly and aimlessly "i was walking 
througn life. 
5 


By this time the volunteer program was in full 


swing. Every Tuesday ladies from Neenah. Menasfaa 
and Appleton spent the entire dav with patient 
working with crafts, and helping them to writ- !et- 
ters They had the full cooperation of the hospital 
statf wmcn had been enlarged, and of the new super- 
intendent, who deserves much of the credic for th» 
success of the movement. 


I was beginning to respect the volunteers and 


their motivations, almost despi.'e mv.se!?. 


One day, while I was down in the gym. a volunteer 
said to me: 


-I've known you since 1955. When are you going 
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to make up \cur--snind and settle down and start 
thinking ahead?".... 


I started talking "to her, making inquiries. Next 


.thing you know. 1 started going to school at the insti- 
tution. At first I took one class, that's all they had 
to,offer. But I started getting recognition I'd never 
had (before. People showed an interest in what I was 
doing, and patted me on the back. They were recog- 
nizing me for myself, for what I was doing. 


I don't think I knew myself very well before this 


t i m e . 
' . . " " ' " 


When I'd taken all the subjects taught at the 


sebecl, the volunteers and hospital staff made it 
possible for me tc earn high school credits by cor- 
respondence with the University of Wisconsin Exten- 
sion Division. 


Accepted Credits 


They persuaded a school board to accept my 


credits toward graduation. They even started to bring 
ap the subject of college. 


I started attending group and private therapy 


and working on my lessons every day. Every chance 
I bad, I'd seek out the volunteers. They gave me this 
hope. They showed me the possibility that I could 
lift myself—but it would have to come from myself. 
They would loan roe the crutch, but I'd have to prove 
I was capable of using it. - 


I became serious about my education, and pre- 


pared myself for radical changes, should they occur. 


I wasn't the hard-nose any more. I wasn't the eon 
man. I was what they call the soft touch. Other peo- 
ple's problems became mine. 


I started spending time with the therapist, teach- 


ing kids basketball. 1 began to understand jnyseli. 
I'd been a sick, roixed-up kid who didn't vrant tc 
adjust. But the volunteers had shewed me there was 
seroeene who cared—someone who wanted me out 
in society. They'd given me the love, the understand- 
ing, the tolerance ycu need to survive. 


Gradually. I accumulated encugh credits for high 


school graduation, snd roy credits were accepted by 
a Fox Cities school board. Then the volunteers and 
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hospital staff turned to the problem of college. But 
I'd have tc be paroled first. Could I break the pattern 
of parole, release, and return? Only time would tell 
—but I was determined to try. 


Probation Approved 


Finally. I was transferred back to the prison, and 


I waited a full year for the probation board to ap- 
prove my release. Then, last summer, with less than 
f50 in my pocket and owning only the suit on my 
back, I was discharged from the state.penitentiary. 


But this time it was different. I was alone. There 


•was someone waiting for me—my foster mother, a 
member of the Mental Health Association. I had been 
placed in her custody, on the stipulation that all con- 
tact with my former family be broken completely. 


I was a guest in this volunteers home for three 


weeks. I was made to feel comfortable, relaxed, and 
ivas accepted by the whole family. Nobody changed 
his way of doing things. When I got. up in the morn- 
ing. I had to fix my own breakfast. I jumped in to 
help with the dishes. 


I'd been doubtful the day I came out. I'd failed 


so many times in the past that I was doubtful I was 
capable cf succeeding. I had no self-confidence. But 
the way they accepted me, changed my way of think- 
ing. 


All of a sudden, three weeks bad passed, and I 


found I wasn't thinking of the institution at all any 
more. All of a sudden I found I wanted to go to 
church on Sunday—a thing I'd never done before. I 
found myself sitting around a table where grace was 
said. I figured at last I was finding what I'd always 
•wanted. 


Wants T.L.C. 


I wanted this love, this T.L.C.—tender, Icving 


care. J wanted to be recognized. I wanted to be Icved. 
I just wanted someone to care. I think the potential 
. was always there, inside me. But there cad to be 
someone tc bring it out- 


I'm a freshman now at a college here in the Fox 


Valley, and I've decided tc devote my life to the 
mental health field. Because of my background, that's 
what I want. I'm not interested in being a millionaire 
or anything else. I just want io try to repay some of 
the people who've helped me. 


They've pulsed me from the graveyard and put 


sue en the road to a happy and preductive life. 
They've helped me to show that it is poss'ble to return 
"frcm the living dead." as I cnce put it in a high 
schcc-I theme. Now I hope other menial patients will 
te encouraged to follow my example.

I have no doubt that if the zoning ordi- 
nances permitted, we would have kept a few heifers 
or horses without constructing the standard fence.

The alertness aad vitality of a 20-year-old man, 


enveloped in the wisdom and experience of a prob- 
able 15C»-year-oId, may explain the continuing success 
of internationally renowned and decorated Irving 
Schwerke, 70, Appletoa native son and one of the 
most accomplished citizens of the world o£ music. 


Sehwerke's life has included an untold number 


of fascinating events and accomplishments aad 
promises many similar experiences. A brief summary 
of Schwerke's work would include 25 years in Europe, 
working with most of the leading musicians and ar- 


fryf«g Sc'moerke. noted mvs'cian and author, al- 


ready 11x13 beginning to develop his abilities as a 
piano virtuoso in 1912. when suit a stvdeni ot Ap- 
pleion High School. 


tists of the time; publication of four hooks OB music, 
with a fifth, hi? memoirs, being written, and decora- 
tion with the French Legion of Honor. 


A brief tour of Schwerke's home leaves one some- 


what awestruck with a momentary insight into the 
momentous work of one man. Indeed, the Sehwerke 
boms is a museum monumental to the music, art 
aad history of the last -300 years. 


Musical Mother 


The first question one migot have i% "How did you 


start on the trail to such greatness?" Schwerke's an- 
swer is simple. "My mother was a very musical per- 
son. She gave me my first lessons and encourage- 
ment. From there, everything just happened natural- 
iy" 


Schwerfce relates his first experience as sn author 


with a touch o* humor. "The editorial staff of the 
Appleton Riga School Clarion asked me to do some- 
thing for the magazine when 1 was in high school I 
turned in a short article called Musical Curiosity'. 


"The editors turned the article dowa and banded 


it back to me, which didn't upset me one bit, for I 
have always believed if one door closes, an other aad 
better ons opans. 


"I mailed the article to The Etude magazine, and 


about twa wreaks later I received %uite a 


check. And that was my first professional article and 
the beginning of couatless more." 


And countless more he did write. Schwerke laJer 


became European music correspondent for more thaa

Raveworthy Ravel

Impressionism is a term commonly identified 


\sith & school ef art expression. It equally applies 
tc a-phase of literature and cf music. By their very 
nature, impressionistic tendencies are not content to 
maintain a status quo. Change is a pan cf such crea- 
tive expression.

It is not surprising then that impressionism in all 


its forms swirled into public consciousness so con- 
spicuously ic France. France, which has a great lc\e 
for esteeming its great men and has shown it on its 
postage stamps. 


Maurice Joseph Ravel is no exception. And since 


March 8 is his birthday, let us learn more about Jhis 
French composer who moved with his "impressionis- 
tic" times, was a part of them and yet influenced 
them greatly. Born in 1875 in the Pyrenees, that 
mountain region between Spain and France. Ravel 
spent his childhood and most of bis lifetime in and 
near Paris. 


Classical Forms 


Though his musical training was formal and icot- 


ed in classical forms. Ravel produced a great variety 
c-f music—orchestra, piano, opera, vocal, ballet, cham- 
ber and modern. Like so many artists though, a great 
deal of his accomplished composing was appreciated 
by comparatively few until he struck it big with 
Bclero. 


Until then, though he was esteemed in the music- 
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Answer fo Today's Purzfe 


«1 world, he had successfully avoided public activity. 
Art was bis life, and he kept it as uncomplicated as 
ccssifcle. He never married, and died in a Paris elide 
following an operation for a train ailment which had 
halted bis composing career five years previously, in 
1937. 


Considered by many as the greatest French com- 


poser since DeBussy. Ravel was appreciative of the 
work of others — particularly of certain contempor- 
aries. But he was an individualist. He cared little for 
teaching, but accepted & few pupils, among -whom 
was Ralph Vaughan Williams, distinguised. English 
composer. It is said when George Gershwin went to 
him for instruction. Ravel responded by saying he 
could only learn from Gershwin, not teach him. 


Complex Commentaries 


In reading various commentaries about Ravel and 


bis place among modern composers there is only JBain 
observation I would make. Book reviewers generally 
attempt to simplify complicated writing. Music re- 
viewers, or historians, do not tend to simplify. Rather, 
they turn themselves inside out seeking complex 
words to describe their impressions. Many of their 
evaluations compound word expression into academic 
conglomerations which only someone who has si- 
ready formed his own opinions about a particular 
piece of music can understand. And they constantly 
compare one composer with another. 


"Why not just enjoy good music? It is a language 


of its own. And it would seem that Ravel enriched 
the world with a generous helping of it.

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Lamp Post Leanings 
Dogs Communicate—By Eye, Ear, Body 


BY BUD LARIMER 


There is much material for deep thought and 


considerable speculation on the subject of oar dogs 
and "communication." Most of the time, dog owners, 
think and comment upon this from the angle ot th» 
dog's '•communication" with his people, and Ma 
understanding of human tones and words. Stories 
and incidents are endless and impressive of dog's 
apparent ability to understand and react to a variety 
of human moods and vocalization. Also, he has- 
beeome highly proficient in transmitting his. needs 
or moods to his owner—by eye. voice and body. 


Fascinating as is all such information and experi- 


ences, still more impressive and demanding of re- 
search and establishment of factual evidence are the 
various forms of ''communication" between dogs, 
between dogs and others animals and between various 
birds or animals of different species. 


Most owners, especially owners "close" to their 


dogs, can tell much from the tone and timber of a 
dog's bark. The dog can do so even more delicately. 
The dogs in the kennel may have been doing -'mono- 
feme barking" for hours and the persona! house-dogs 
pay no attention. The minute the barking changes 
in pitch and rapidity over "seeing something" fright 
or anger, the house dogs are alert. 


Respond in Kind 


Both sets of dogs wfll respond in kind to changes 


in tone of far outlying dogs. Considerable Beagling 
is done near us. and all the dogs pay little attention 
to the "belling" until game is holed or sighted with 
a change in pitch and intensity: then most become 
alert, show desire to join them, or begin excited 
barking of their own. A litter of pups, two or more 
young dogs, and many of the kennel dogs •'bicker" 
often and at times over longish periods. Older dogs, 
stable dogs and the house dogs will sleep through it. 
but if two dogs begin to really "go at it." ail are up! 


Dogs recognize and react to each others bark 


when meaningly given, instantly, especially if those 
dogs are companions, live together, are fond of each 
other, are mates or are mother and pup- We conld 
go on and on citing one example after another where 
one dog has "caught" a single bark out o£ much 
barking background, and was off instantly to offer 
aid and support Most dogs react acutely te tones, 
of pain or suffering from another dog. even an un- 
known one- 


Most of us know or have read of the wide inter- 


play of communication between various forms of 
wild life as warning signals. Bird calls, the beaver's 
tail, calls and howls all are forms of "communication" 
. 
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aad are responded to by aS wild animals not too 
ymuM» to have- reached "the age ot reason" or too oUL 
to hear it. 


Some of the domestic animals still react to suck 


signals: the closer they have been raised to nature; 
the mace apt they are to respond and react Our 
dogs, who are devoted to huntiag. par Uttie attention, 
to bird calls, but react instantly to pheasant calls 
and duck calls. Most dogs pay some attentioa to wild- 
crow calls, as do all wild animals. Evea we hava 
become passingly good at '"animal interpretation"— 
we can identify every kennel dog's bark after twenty- 
four hours and would be most ashamed if we could 
not identify any personal dog and be able to know 
what it's "saying." 


Use of Telepathy 


The final form of animal '•communication" is 


mental telepathy or some form of thought transfer- 
ence. This form is hardest to prove, but intrigues as 
most and we are constantly watching for and storing 
up examples of it We won't even touch on the sib- 
ject in wild-life, and only briefly in dogs. 


All dogs may have it. but niaay dogs do not seem 
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to-uae it Whea a hitch is fiuMiBg loose with a litter 
of youBg pups. »* have seen countless examples of 
it Th* bitch is steepuM*. the pups scattering. She 
raises her head aad "looks" J>t them. They stop, 
heakafce, seem coafureL then turn back ind coras- 
rtmmag to her. If she is wetting by regurgitatioa, 
ste will cone ta a huddle of sleeping pups aod~ 
"loaf at then. 


One by o*e the? will awake, look around, then

almost on top of the dog. bat there is no sound that 
a- human ear can hear.

Act 
old dog will often so stop a younger one "charging" 
him ID play. 


To a lesser extent we can do something similar 


with our dogs- If we've been "dose" to the dog ami- 
trained extensively, we- can often "hoid him wtth our 
eye." fctth* show ring^ grid and especially/ abedi- 
enee, the handler's face, must be practically expres- 
sionleas. bat if we can "lock'eyes" with a dog who is. 
on the ragged ed§* of "busting" and be '•willing,"— 
Don't d* it!—we can often hold him. Almost every 
evening here, there wifi be several dogs fast asleep 
on a studio couch, even with back to us. We will bfe 
reading across the room. Often we have laid down 
our book and looked over at them, almost always 
with fond thoughts. If we do it for some time, one 
by one the tails will start to flap! They may not 
bother to flip a head to look over, but the tail will 
"answer" especially a mature dog.

Revolution. It is. in truth, a rev- 
olution; nothing just like it has 
happened in industrial history. 
For this reason nobody can tell 
for sure where it wQl lead. 


Some say it holds the ultimate 


promise of undreamed of happi- 
ness in a society of superabun- 
dance wherein man is liberated 
at last from the drudgery of 
iabor. Others see it as a jugger- 
naut pushing ruthlessly onward, 
heedless of human goals and 
dreams and threatening, in the 
end. to reduce mankind to a de- 
personalized slag heap caught in 
the uncompromising grasp of a 
few 
technocrats with black 


boxes. 


While Dr Louis T. Rader, 


president of Sperry Rand Corp. 
Univac Division, is heralding 
automation as "the potential for 


prosperity," AFL-CIO President 
George Meany is damning it as 
something that "is rapidly be- 
coming a real curse to this so- 
ciety." 


Worst fo Coma 


The worst, it appears, is yet 


to come. Undersecretary of La- 
bor John F. Henning calculates 
that in the 1960s about 12 mil- 
lion workers win enter the labor 
force. During the same time au- 
tomation, he says, will elimin- 
ate 24 million jobs. Somehow 
the economy must—just to stay 
even—create new jobs for those 
36 million people. 


Unless a solution is found 


soon, says Labor Department 
automation expert Nat Goldfing- 
er, '-we'll be in a hell of a jam 
ic two to three year's time." 


Not long ago Labor Secretary 


Willard Wirtz told a House sub- 
committee: 


"We've been assuming that 


the developing technology—what 
we call automation—will provide 
a? many new jobs as it replaces. 
I say we've been assuming that 
I'm not sure it is right I as- 


sume we shall find those jobs 
because we must find them." 


Dangerous 


Some feel that such an as- 


sumption, notwithstanding past 
experience, is a dangerous one 
to make today. 


Ecofiomist Charles C. Killings- 


worth of Michigan State Uni- 
versity, a leading authority on 
automation, says "those who 
shrug off automation as simply 
another name of technological 
reveal a limited understanding 
of both terms." 


The nub of the question is 


this: Is automation really a 
beacon of hope, to be followed 
trustingly wherever it might 
lead? or is" it a siren's call 
seducing the nation closer and 
closer to the schools of disillu- 
sionment? 


What Is It? 


Before answering it is impor- 


tant to know exactly what auto- 
mation is and how it differs in 
nature 
from 
other technolo- 


gical advances. 


"It appears possible, says 


Edward E. Shils, professor of 


Industry it the University of 
PenMylvania's Whartoo School 
"that almost any physical pro- 
cess controllable by man can be 
made to control itself." 


Another significant feature of 


automation is that machines, 
performing tasks beyond the 
capacity of mere humans, now 
can do jobs which heretofore 
were impractical if not impos- 
sible. 


Cruef Undertow 


There is no avoiding the fact 


that this new wave of change 
also has a cruel undertow. Auto- 
mation eliminates jobs. And it is 
eliminating them at a time 
when the work force is mush- 
rooming as never before. 


Although 
automation's 
toll 


has been heaviest 
in basic 


manufacturing—where job sec- 
urity has replaced wages as the 
number one 'item in labor con- 
tract bargaining — the erosion 
doesn't step there. Machines 
also are cutting an ever widen- 
ing swath through the service 
industries, clerical ranks, even 
middle management executive 
jobs. 


Not even the professions are 


out of the machine's reach. 
Computers are showing signs cf 
becoming fine medical diagnos- 
ticians; and lawyers are talking 
confidently of soon being able to 
fetch all the needed research for 
any given case from a central 
source reachable by dial tele- 
phone. 


Distinction 


The critics! distinction be- 


tween today's automation and 
every ether technological ad- 
vance in history is not just the 
development of thinking ma- 
chines, such as computers, but 
the blending of thinking ma- 
chines with doing machines. 


A machine called the Trans- 


feRobot for example, can be 
programmed to do any number 
of mechanical jobs with its 
swinging arm and hand, and do 
them the same way each time 
to within two-thousandths of an 
inch, far superior to any human. 
The arm is tireless, takes no 
coffee breaks, doesn't require a 
pension or a paid vacation. In

banished railroad trains from 
Main Street. But we still allow 
the automobae to clog our 
streets and sap the life from our 
cities." 


Blighted Areas 


Downtowns, he says, are fast 


becoming blighted areas inhabit- 
ed only by workers who must 
waste hours fighting freeway 
traffic to get to their jobs. And 
the suburbs, from where they 
come, must move farther and 
farther out to escape the sprawl 
of commercial activity.

Such 
a center is not possible, he says, 
when two-thirds of the down- 
town space is taken up by auto 
traffic and parking lots, which 
is the case in Los Angeles. 


Gruen tells 
the 
downtown 


businessman that ''his true love 
belongs not to the automobile, 
but to the female customer in 
it. No automobile — not even the 
most elegant Cadillac — ever 
bought a thing." 


Texas Plan 


His plan for Fort Worth. Tex., 


commissioned by a Texas util- 
ity company and presented as 
a gift to the city, has never 
been translated into steel and 
concrete, but has been widely 
acclaimed, discussed and imi- 
tated. 


"It is the only child which 


has produced so many grand- 
children." Gruen says. 


"I hope it'll never be real- 


ized," said a Greun aide. "As it 
is, it's a classic. It has been 
included in architectural text- 
books if the plan were imple- 
mented, there would be com- 
promises." 


The plan calls for the trans- 


formation of the downtown core 
into a pedestrian island from 
which all motor travel would be 
banished. Space recovered from 
auto traffic and parking Jots 
would be used for green areas, 
pedestrian 
malls, 
lined witn 


trees and shrubbery, theaters, 
sidewalk cafes, kiosks and little 
shops. 


"The talk about the desirabil- 


ity of low density in urban areas 
Is utter nonsense if we recall 


that the city's foremost func- 
tion is so facilitate intimate hu- 
man communication," 
Gruen 


says. 


Gruen recalls a comment by 


Gertrude Stein.

Co. engaged Gruen to ad- 
vise it on its decision of 
where to build its expand- 
ed stare.

Prange personnel 
in Green Bay became inter- 
ested in Gruen and they 
convnced the city's busi- 
ness establishment to hire 
him to do a plan for its 
area redevelopment.

the city.

Gruen was born in Vienna in 


1903. and it Vienna, it would 
appear, seeds of the "Gruen 
plan" were first planted in his 
mind. The inner city is encir- 
cled by the Ringstrasse, s broad 
boulevard fringed with splendid 
parks. Within this city core is 
the stately St. Stephen's Cathe- 
dral, the University of Vienna, 
the Opera Rouse, little shops, 
theaters and numerous muse- 
ums. 


Many Cities 


Gruen studied architecture at 


the Vienna Academy of Fine 
Arts. Then began what Gruen 
calls his "life of many cities" 
—Hamburg, Prague, Budapest, 
Paris. London. 


In 1938, he made his way to 


New York with a T-sqaare and 
S8 in his pocket 


Gruen's first major oportun- 


ity in the New World began 
with a conversation 
with a 


Viennese named Stephen Klein. 


"Under how much can you 


not build a candy store?" Klein 
asked. When Gruen answered, 
"around $2.000," Klein replied, 
"all I have is $200." 


"He was lying a little," Gru- 


en recalls. "He didn't have the 


' $200." 


Store Chain 


But the store, built on credit, 


became the first of a 
chain 


which Gruen built for Klein. 


With his reputation and list of 
clients growing, Gruen formed 
his own firm in 1951. Today it 
has about $80 million worth of 
construction in place. The firm 
has a staff of 200 architects, en- 
gineers and draftsmen at its 
main office in Beverly Hills, 
with 30 others scattered in New 
York, Chicago. Boston and Ro- 
chester, N. Y. 


Gruen is a portly 5-foot-5. His 


speech, still marked by a soft 
Viennese accent, flows with al- 
most mesmerizing 
eloquence, 


punctuated 
with 
occasional 


bursts of American idioms. 


"Some say there is no need 


for a city, a center," Gruen 
said. "They say you can com- 
municate in the future with tel- 
evision phones. 


"You may be able eventually 


to talk to your girl friends by 
television, but you can't Mss her 
that way." 
Although the Fort 


Worth plan was never realized, 
Grusn's concepts have taken 
form—to a more modest degree 
—in other cities. 


Midtown Plaza 


A notable example is the mid- 


town plaza in Rochester. N. Y. 
designed by Gniens firm. It is a 
10-acre shopping complex in the 
heart of downtown Rochester, 
containing over 40 stores at two 
levels It includes an enclosed, 
air-conditioned pedestrian mail 
the size of a football field 


The plaza includes a 
bus 


terminal and a three-level un- 
derground garage. The 18-story- 


Midtown Tower ovelooks the en- 
tire complex. The Top-of-the- 
Tower restaurant provides ao 
imposing view of Rochester for 
hungry shoppers and after-dark 
revellers. 


Economically, the plaza has 


been a boon for downtown Ro- 
chester. Even the sidewalk cafe. 
Gruen's pet undertaking, has 
been a smash success. 


Other Projects 


Gruen's other projects in the 


works include an ambitious plan 
for revamping an 160-acre down- 
town core in Boston. Gruen's 
Boston clients are a committee 
of businessmen and the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority. 


Gruen said the plan would can 


for utilizing most of the build- 
ings already standing. 


"We're cutting into living tis- 


sue here.'" Gruen said. "The 
bulldozer appproach won't work. 
We must use a fine, precision 
scalpel." 


The midtown plaza has caught 


fh°e attention of medium sized 
cities, where Gruen believes the 
breakthrough in downtown re- 
vitalizai-on will come. In Fres- 
no. Calif. his firm has desisn- 
ed a plan to convert 12 blocks 
in the heart of the city into a 
auto-less business center. Work 
on the project is already under 
wav. 


The Boston proiect, however, 


if it can survive the obstacles in 
its path, would provide a touch- 
stone for the nation's bi£ cities, 
caught fa a trend of the ever ex- 
panding sprawl.

"The hard fact we must face 


is that our new technologies do 
not produce jobs for those work- 
ers they displace." says Snyder. 
Moreover, "automation is not 
only displacing people directly, 
but also indirectly through what 
we call silent firings—workers 
who would eventually have been 
hired for tasks that are now 
automated." 


By Snyder's reckoning "auto- 


mation has become a major fac- 
tor causing the loss of jobs at 
the rate of 40,000 a week." 


Labor's George Meany ex- 


pects the figure to double by the 
end of this year. 


It is his own belief that auto- 


mation is a necessity for Ameri- 
can business in the face of 
world competition. 
Human Problem 


"However," he says, "I also 


believe it is in the best interests 
of all businessmen to work hard 
to solve the very real the im- 
mediate human problems auto- 
mation is creating." 


Three different methods seem 


to be attracting major attention 
as direct answers to the plight 
of workers replaced by ma- 
chines: relocation, 
retraining, 


and a shorter work week. 


Experiments with the first 


two. 'relocation and retraining, 
so far have been disappointing. 


Workers who lose their jobs 


seem to be the ones least able 
to relocate—generally they are 
older, lower-paid, 
less-skilled 


workers Of 325 men who lost 
then- jobs in one plant closing, 
265 had debt liabilities of more 
than S900 each. 


Many displaced workers also 


appear from early experiments 
to be either unable or unwilling 
to be retrained. 


What Retraining? 


As automation spreads it be- 


comes increasingly difficult to 
answer the question: Retraining 
for what? "training programs 
will be cruel delusions." said 
Labor Secretary Wirtz. "if there 
are not jobs at the end of 
them " 


Some unions are carrying on 


their own retraining programs. 
The International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers* for one, 
has put 50.000 members through 
courses in modern industrial 
electronics. Top grade men re- 
ceive the instruction in Wash- 
ington, then return home and 
teach the courses in their own 
locals. 


Most authorities see education 


as one of the most powerful 
weapons 
against 
unemploy- 


ment, especially in a society be- 
coming increasingly technolo- 
gical. 


Massive Effort 


The most massive effort 3t re- 


training, of course, is being 
done by government. 


Under the Manpower Develop- 


ment and Training Act, which 
became law in 1962, about 6,000 
displaced workers have com- 
pleted retraining. About 100.COO 
are expected to be enrolled this 
year. The cost is roughly $4,000 
per student After the third year 
of the program the states will 
have to contribute half. 


Last 
December, 
Congress 


passed the Vocational Educa- 
tion Act. a vast scheme to im- 
prove, expand, modernize and 
upgrade the status of vocational 
training across the country. 


Short Week 


Of all the attacks en jobless- 


ness, plainly the most dramatic 
is labor's all out campaign for 
a 35-hour work week. 


The Kennedy and Johnson ad- 


ministrations 
have 
argued 


against it on grounds it might 
be inflationary. Industry op- 


poses it as a self defeating 
measure which would raise pro- 
duction costs and kill jobs, not 
create them. 


Labor's statisticians doggedly 


contend, however, that if only 
half the non-farm work forca ; 
were put on a 35-hour week it 
would release enough work 
hours for more than 2'-a million 
new full time jobs. 
• 


Overtime 


In his proposal for double 


pay for excessive 
overtime, 


President Johnson appears to ne 
a step closer than his predeces- 
sor to labor's belief that shorter 
hours would spread the work. 
Secretary Wirtz estimates that 
last year's overtime in manu- 
facturing alone was the equiva- 
lent of 919,000 full time jobs. 


Actually, 
about 
7 million 


American workers already are 
on work schedules of less than 
40 hours. Shortest of them all is 
the 25-hour week of New York's 
Local 3 electricians. 


The union sought the contract, 


which went into effect Jury 1, 
1962. to cushion the impact of 
unemployment in periods of 
slack work. Arbitrator Theodore 
W. Kheel. appointed "by both 
sides to study its effects, says 
it apparently has so far done ex-

The true value of the new

"been there" yet no one can define it. Why? Because 
love means something different to each of us. 


Ninth hi a Series 


The word love appears in. every language known 


to man. But a caretui study of the Bible .and our 
historical heritage discloses & different employment 
of *he word—it was applied to parents, grandparents, 
brothers, sisters, country and God. The romantic 
notion of love—the "real gone" variety—is a rela- 
tively recent invention. 


Some historians say ft began in the Western 


World in the twelfth century. Troubadors who roam- 
.ed tbe ccantryside made up songs about "love." These 
songs had enormous appeal because they opened the 
•dcor to a world of fantasy—ra world where woman 
was pursued, adored and desired by man. This was a 
new idea. Today, six centuries later, every Tom. Dick 
and Harry. Sue. Lou and Mary hopes to be kicked 
in the head by that butterfly. 


We are told that even though the twelfth-century 


3ady swooned at the sight of her shining knight she 
rarely married him. Romantic palpitations were ex- 
citing but a quickening of the pulse was not consid- 
«red a solid foundation for something as important 
as marriage. The fair ladies of medieval days mar- 
ried for practical reasons and enjoyed their romantic 
affairs in secret. 


In some cultures romance was (2nd still is) con- 


sidered a fringe benefit which may or may not come 
after marriage. 


The parents arranged for the betrothal of their 


sons and daughters. The bride and groom often met 
for the first time at their wedding ceremony. Anthro- 
pologists tell us that those marriages frequently turn- 
ed cut well, crediting the similarity of religious, so- 
cial and financial backgrounds, plus the foregone con- 
clusion that marriage was "forever." This doctrinaire, 
unsentimental formula seems cold and calculating but 
it proved to be a sturdier basis for a life together 
than our twentieth-century, teen-age marriages which 
add up to little more than one set of glands calling 


- out tc another. 


Miserable Marriages 


Experts in the field of marriage counseling agree 


thai the well-advertised moon-June-croon type of love 
has produced more miserable marriages than happy 
c-nes. Young people <and older ones as welD who are 
in love with love, marry too soon, and for the wrong 
reasons. They are swept along by free-flowing juices 
—unwilling tc give the relationship a chance to flow- 
er and bloorn. 


Teen-agers who have a healthy attitude toward sex 


will not rush to the altar for physical reasons. They 
are able tc put sex in its proper place. Ana they 
know its proper place is not at the top of the list in 
blazing neon lights. Some teeris make the mistake 
cf believing that being informed or knowing "the 
facts of life" will assure them cf complete sexual 
compatibility in marriage.
